Confronting them were the three men 
who were occupants of the disabled 
launch and who had complained that 
the Hudson would not heed 
their 
signals of distress. 
Captain Randall's explanation, ac­ 
cording to Rossbottom, was that he 
had assumed the boat did not need 
his assistance, or that they had been 
picked up by the steamer Lackawan­ 
na Valley, which he said was close 
to them. 
He also asserted, Ross- 
bottoom said, that he took them to 
be fishermen, and that their signals 
were not necessarily of distress. 
Admit* He Saw Signals 
Details brought out at the inquiry 
were that the 
26-foot launch was 
leaking and without gasolinc, and that 
a high wind and rough sea prevailed.
